For example: a) the commander 
of a reconnaissance unit sets in touch wth a 7th Section agent in an opposing 
enery formations hb) the commander of a front-line unit provides protection 
and safe passave throuth the line for 7th Section agents, ete. 


Cases are mown in which non-T/0 assistants to 7th Sections assigned to for= 
ward reconnaissance units undertook to "strengthen the fichting spirit" 

of Soviet units by mutilatine the cornses of Soviet soldiers and officars 
killed by the Germans and lying in no~nan's-land and then shoving them as 
acts of enemy Sestioality. 


It is mown that lares numbers of Communist officers of the enery arny ware 
in the service of Tth Seetions. Many of then vere given officer's rank in 
the Soviet Army and, vere decorated vith orders and vedals. 
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
